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REMARKS 

Upon entry of this First Response, claims 2-8, 1 1, 14, 16, and 17-21 are pending in this 
application. Claims 2-4, 7, 1 1, 14, and 16 have been directly amended herein, and claims 17-21 
are newly added. Furthermore, claims 1, 9, 10, 12, 13, and 15 have been cancelled without 
prejudice or disclaimer. 

It is believed that the foregoing amendments add no new matter to the present 
application. Examination, consideration, and allowance of the application and all presently 
pending claims are respectfully requested. 

Response to Specification Objections 

The disclosure is objected to because of an alleged informality at page 1 in paragraph 
1 on line 6. Applicant asserts that the specification has been amended herein to comply with 
requirements set forth in the Office Action. It is believed that the foregoing amendments to 
the Specification add no new matter to the present application. 

Accordingly, Applicant respectfiiUy requests that the objection to the specification be 
withdrawn. 

Response to Drawing Objections 

The drawings presently stand objected to under 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
allegedly include reference character(s) not mentioned in the description. Applicant submits 
that FIG. 1 has been amended herein to remove reference numerals "91" and "93". Applicant 
submits that the drawings, as amended, comply with 37 C.F.R. 1.84(p)(5). It is believed that 
the foregoing drawing changes add no new matter to the present application. 

Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests that the objection to the drawings be 
withdrawn. 
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Response to Claim Objections 

Claim 14 is objected to due to an alleged infomiality. In this regard. Applicant asserts 
that claim 14 has been directly amended herein to comply with requirements set forth in the 
Office Action. It is believed that the foregoing amendments to the claims add no new matter 
to the present application. 

Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests that the objection to claim 14 be 
withdrawn. 

Response to SI 12 Rejections 

Claim 3 is rejected under §1 12 as allegedly indefinite for failing to particularly point out 
and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. In this regard. 
Applicant asserts that claim 3 has been directly amended herein to comply with requirements 
set forth in the Office Action, It is believed that the foregoing amendments to the claims add 
no new matter to the present application. 

Accordingly, Applicant respectfiilly requests that the rejection to claim 3 be 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The Office Action indicates that claims 2, 7, 8, 1 1, 14, and 16 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent 
form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Therefore, 
claims 2, 7, 1 1, 14, and 16 have been rewritten in independent form, and Applicant 
respectfully submits that these claims are now allowable. 
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Furthermore, each of the remaining dependent claims 3-6 and 8 depend from a 
respective one of the independent claims and are, therefore, allowable as a matter of law for at 
least this reason. In re Fine, 5 U.S.P.Q.2d 1596, 1600 (Fed. Cir. 1988). 

Claim 17 

Claim 17 is newly added and reads as follows: 

17. A method, comprising: 
pivotally attaching a handle to a display encasement; 

securing a cable extending from the display 
encasement via the handle. 

Applicant respectfully submits that each limitation in claim 17 is not disclosed in the 
references cited. Therefore, Applicant respectfully requests that claim 17 be allowed. 

Claims 18-21 

Claims 18-21 are newly added dependent claims that depend from claim 17. Applicant 
submits that the pending dependent claims 18-21 contain all features of their respective 
independent claim 17. Since claim 17 should be allowed, as submitted hereinabove, pending 
dependent claims 18-21 should be allowed as a matter of law for at least this reason. In re Fine, 
5 U.S.P.Q.2d 1596, 1600 (Fed. Cir. 1988). 
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CONCLUSION 

Applicant respectfully requests that all outstanding objections and rejections be 
withdrawn and that this appUcation and all presently pending claims be allowed to issue. If the 
Examiner has any questions or comments regarding Applicant's response, the Examiner is 
encouraged to telephone Applicant's undersigned counsel.
